New Delhi, the 2Bth October 1962 

O.S.R, 1414 —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Foreigners Act, 1946 (31 of 1946), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely — 

1 (1) This Order may be called the Foreigners (Restriction on Chmese 
Nationals) Order, 1062 

(2) It shall come into force at once 

Z In this Order,— 

(a) “Registration Officer” means a Registration Ofificer as defined in the 

Registration of Foreigners Rules, 1930, or such other officer as may 
be authorised by him to perform the functions of the Registration 
Officer under this Order; 

(b) the expression “registered address” has the meaning assigned to it in 

rule 2 of the Registration of Foreigners Rules, 1939. 

3 No Chinese national shall— 

(a) leave the local limits of the city town or village in which he is resi¬ 

dent, or 

(b) absent himself from his registered address for a period exceeding 

twenty-four hours, 

without obtaimng the prior permission in writing of the Registration Officer 
concerned and any such permission shall be subject to such conditions as the 
Registration Officer may think fit to impose 
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
